Legislative Deadlock On Appropria- 


tions Continues —- Majority of Con- 
ferees Recommend Reductions in 
Senate Bill of More Than $575,000- 
Representative Anderson Balks At 
Amounts and Submits Proposals of 
Bryan. 


Friday afternoon found the legislature still deadlocked 


on the general appropriations measure, H. R. 242, with two 
reports from the third conference committee waiting for con- 
sideration. The majority report recommended reductions of 
$575,000 in the senate measure and the minority report em- 
bodied the recommendations of Governor Bryan. During the 
morning the governor in a special message to the legislature 
urged passage of his official budget with increases and addi- 
tions totaling about $375,500. 


De\ elopments Friday made it cer- 


tain that the legislature would re- 
main in session at least another day 
and thereby equal the record lor 
the longest session in the history of 
the state. 


Governor Bryan's obstructive in- 


fluence was still in evidence Friday 
morning in the latest attempt to 
work out a legislative compromise 
on budgetary appropriations for 
the state government, when 
one

tive Emil 
Anderson of Kearney 


county, refused to sign a report 
agreed upon by the five other mem- 
bers. 


Though items aggregating more 
than $575,000, principally for build- 
ings, at tht University of-Nebwsfca^ 
the Omaha college of medicine, and 
various state institutions, had been 
taken out of the bill to meet ob- 
jections of Mr. Anderson and satisly 
the sentiment of the house for rad- 
ical reductions, the Kearney county 
solon balked at signing because of 
two $20,000 items still left in—one 
for premiums at the Ak-Sar-Ben 
live stock show, the other for the 
use of the state board of agricul- 
ture in advertising Nebraska. 


Anderson had maintained an ob- 


structive attitude 
all

way 


through, but did not definitely re- 
fuse to put his name on the report 
until after he had visited the execu- 
tive office Friday morning and got 
his oroers from Governor Bryan. 


Mr. Anderson said he would sub-

Ruhr district—at Methmann—and

cow where the demonstration took 
the form of parades of soldiers to 
show soviet Russia's preparedness 
for "the ws>r of intervention."

tions and from Rapid City, S. D.. to 
various points, including St. Paul 
and Minneapolis as 
•well as the 
rates from Louisville to Nebraska/ 
points. 


All of the rates except the Ne- 


braska rates from Louisville were 
found to be fair. Th° Louisville rates 
were held to be preferential. 


Louisville is 22 miles from Omaha 


and the rate for cement is 7'j cents 
per hundred rxmnds .This from one- 
half to one cent less than the inter- 
state rate from coi responding points.

WOMEN JURY LAW 


Illinois Supreme Body Describes 


Statute as Incomplete: Claims 


Authority Abdicated. 


* SPRINGFIELD. 111., May 1—{IP}— 
Ruling that the state legislature has 
no right to pass what it described 
as an "incomplete law" on to the 
people for a referendum, the Su- 
preme court yesterday knocked off 
the statute books the women jurors 
law which was adopted by the vot- 
ers in the last November election. 


The court held the law invalid 


because the lawmakers ''abdicated 
their authority" in the bill. By 
tacklng on a referendum, the court 
said, the legislators passed on to the 
voters an unconstitutional delega- 
tion of legislative powers. 


The question has been brought up 


in a number of cases since the law 
became effective. Attorneys were 
divided over what effect trie ruling 
will have on verdicts returned by 
juries of which women have been 
members.

,, „.„.. ~.-r is a time when a little feller needs a 
friend it is when he is sick. If there is a time when 
a household should be restful and calm it is then. 
Bur. Queen Helen, unable to banish the horror of all 
of the lonely months and the years she suffered her 
former husband's neglect, the humiliation and anguish 
of his indiscretions, continued the bitter vendetti 
even in the presence of her sick boy. 


So far as sympathy and understanding goes, 


American people will be with Helen. Her royal hus- 
band treated her outrageously. He flaunted his mis- 
tresses In her face, deserted his country and his peo- 
ple, failed in every responsibility which was his. And 
then, after abandoning his son and the boy's mother, 
he utilized the law of his country to deorive the un- 
happy queen of the constant association and com- 
panionship of her boy. Royalty has been rarely more 
contemptuous of decency than Carol. He is as con- 
temptible as any of the blooded lines which have 
besplotched the pages of European history. 


But for the millions who have known the joys and 


the sorrows of parenthood, the pen picture contained 
In the news report from the royal palace in Buchar- 
est is filled with poignant tragedy. There is a little 
boy, 
fever-flushed, weak and worn. There -are his 


lather and his mother, their natural concern for the 
youngster consumed by their bitter dislike and hatred. 
Michael Is not a lucky boy. He is one of the most 
unfortunate in all the world. What can robes and 
power and authority mean to him? Literally if the 
little crown prince, seriously ill.' could swap his king- 
dom for a daddy and a mother -who understood each 
other; -who were willing to forget their grievances in 
natural anxiety over a sick boy. he would be far 
richer thf n he is. 


NO SECOND CANAL NEEDED. 


Those who have paid more than casual attention 


to the matter will agree with Senator Brookhart in 
his announced determination to oppose the construc- 
tion of a ship canal across the republic, of Nicaragua 
at the present time, or at any other, for many years 
to come. Brookhart says that nothing of the kind 
should be undertaken until after the inland water- 
way program has been carried to completion^ and 
probably not then. 


Brookhart has just returned from a visit to the 


Canal Zone, where he made an exhaustive investiga- 
tion of conditions and of prospects. He finds, as must 
be apparent to anyone who takes the trouble to look 
into the matter must find, that the facilities at the 
canal are adequate to handle all of the business it 
may be called upon to care for for many years to 
come. Furthermore, these facilities may be approxi- 
mately doubled at a comparatively small expense. 


At present the Panama canal is In use only half 


the time. No ships are taken through it at night, 
and there is no reason why they should not be. If 
more water should be needed this can be obtained, 
as engineers who have investigated the matter have 
frequently stated. These things being true there is 
no valid reason why this government should go to 
the expense of putting in another ditch. 


The fact of the matter Is that the agitation for 


another ship canal is for no other puipose than to 
givt the east and west coasts still greater advantages 
over the interior of the country, which has already 
suffered greatly by reason of the existence of the 
Panama waterway. The proposed canal across Nic- 
aragua would put the east and west coasts not less 
than 500 miles nearer to each other than they are 
at present, ^thus greatly reducing the time between 
the two, as well as the cost of transportation. 


Everyone knows that the railroads have been per- 


mitted to reduce their freight rates between the two 
coasts to meet water competition, while their charges 
to interior points are entirely out of proportion to 
those for the long hauls. Thus manufacturers and 
producers in the Mississippi valley are placed at a 
tremendous disadvantage, which would be greatly ac- 
centuated by the construction of the Nicaragua ditch. 


It is to be hoped that members of congress from 


the interior will see the wisdom of the position taken 
by the Iowa senator and that they will join him in 
opposing the plan which the administration seems 
so anxious to put across.

REVERSING THE SHOE. 


Sei/mg upon the particular minute as opportune, 


scores of prominent business and industrial leaders 
are now sa3'ing they have but one request to make 
of the government. All they want is to be left alone. 
They want the government to stop interfering with 
them and to stop regulating them. What they want 
is government to let them do what they want to re- 
gardless of how it may affect the public welfare or 
large masses of people. 


That is ingratitude forsyou. 
If these same Industrial captains thought it over, 


they would realize government is all that stands be- 
tween them and more drastic and repressive measures. 
Let business have its way in this country for ten 
years unrestrained and the discontent, unrest and 
dissatisfaction which exists would be a pale shadow 
to that which would arise. Industry is more en- 
lightened and more intelligent than it formerly was. 
It no longer subscribes to the sentiment picturesquely 
expressed more than a quarter of a century ago by 
a prominent leader of that day, who, when inter- 
rupted by a question as to what would be public re- 
action to a program he was outlining, exclaimed: 
"The public be damned!"' It knows now that the old 
practices which prevailed would bring it into disre- 
pute and sharp conflict with the public. But human 
nature hasn't changed a great deal over the last 
thousand years and it is essentially selfish, and for- 
getful. It would be only a question of a few years 
before it would be back to its old tricks. 


.The conflict between business and government is 


not a new one. It is as old as civilization itself. Each 
new era has brought new problems and new restric- 
tions. There have been times when the sentiment for 
regulation is stronger than others. Generally the de- 
mand has arisen because business has abused its free- 
dom, has been blind and selfish, and has exploited 
the public. 


Business is treading upon dangerous ground when 


it seeks to upset some of the safeguards which the 
public has erected to protect what It conceives to be 
its interest.

THE MINISTERS GROW DISCONTENTED. 


A considerable body of ministers are discontented 


and unhappy in their work and in many sections the 
term of the average pastorate Is being shortened at 
an "alarming" rate because of this restlessness reports 
a special conufflttee of the Presbyterian church. This 
committee on vacancy and supply has just completed 
a national survey to be presented to the Presbyterian 
general assembly \n Pittsburgh next month. 


The committee concludes that trouble in congrega- 


tions is the chief cause of widespread restlessness 
and desire for change on the part of the pastors. In 
only about 5 per cent of the cases is low salary the 
reason why the ministers desire a change. 


Discontent and restlessness seem to be charactcr- 


'Sstic of this age. It would appear that a majority of 
the people in every profession, trade and occupation 
are dissatisfied. Even those individuals who are most 
successful in their fields of endeavor arc far from 
contented, some of them much less so than others 
that they would class r.s failures. 


This discontent can be cither beneficial or detri- 


mental to the individual, the organization or to so- 
ciety. In some cases dissatisfaction with "what he 
is getting out ol life" leads the individual to increase 
his tempo of livinc, to $37 the "cat, drink and be 
merry" theory, to change his job or to otherwise dis- 
rupt "his manner of living. He tries to run content- 
ment down and only wears himself out in the mao- 
dening chase. 


The other method of hunting contentment calls for 


a realir-atJon that it is nothing; tangible and that it 
is contingent upon the proper mental attitude and 
outlook. Sometimes this can't be earned in the occu- 


and status in society that the individual holds. 


THE 10-YEAR PROGRAM. 


The only question involved in the proposal which 


will appear on the ballot in the municipal election 
next week authorizing the city commission to pro- 
ceed immediately with the building program which 
already has been approved is whether the taxpayers 
desire to take advantage of the opportunity to secure 
material at exceedingly low prices and to provide em- 
ployment for idle men. Voting for the proposal will 
not add any burden. It will simply make it possible 
for the council to proceed without delay. 


There is every reason to believe building materials 


are ,as cheap now as they will be. Probably they -will 
advance materially in price during the next three to 
five years. By taking advantage'of the low prices, 
and at the'same time inaugurating activities which 
will provide work the commission believes it Is con- 
forming to the spirit expressed in the vote on the 
three budget amendments. 


One of the main arguments advanced last August 


in that election was that the building program would 
help-pnt men to work. Relief must come now and 
during the remainder of 1931, and not two or five 
years from now. There is every likelihood that over 
the stretch of the next three to ten years economic 
conditions will improve greatly. The nation has 
passed through depressions before, followed by slow 
and gradual improvement until those who were idle 
were gainfully employed again. That will be the his- 
tory of this painful situation, which has been more 
prolonged already than most of them. The majority 
of citizens who supported the budget proposals 
thought the commission was empowered to proceed. 
The proposition -which appears on the municipal bal- 
lot is merely to clear away a legal technicality and 
permit immediate action.

A Real Airship 


If China Could Buy 


i By ARTHUR BRISBANE 


Those who have solemnly dis- 


cubsed Russian plans and prospects 
in Wall street, some distance from 
Moscow, and decided that Russia 
couldn't possibly succeed in any- 
thing because she has theories op- 
posed to Wall street, will change 
their minds violently. 


It is announced that Russia now 


•rtands first in supplying wheat to 
the English market. Even Canada 
takes second place, and the United 
States, once third, is now fifth. Evi- 
djntly the Russian can produce the 
wheat, dump it, and get cash for it. 


Possibly our government's experi- 


ment in trying to lilt prosperity by 
buving wheat above the world rate 
accounts for the low American ship- 
ments. 
The United States, now in the 


business of dumping wheat on its 
own account to get rid of accumu- 
lations, will have opportunities to 
judge of Russian business eense in 
competition. 


Gen. William Mitchell, head of 


our flying forces in the war, tells 
you that the United States shows 
signs of striking out on its own ac- 
count in aviation. He writes, after a 
visit to Akron- 
"I hate looked over the airship 


being built for the navy department 
at Akron. This ship is the greatest 
attempt of man to conquer the air. 
It will be able to cross the Atlantic 
four tunes without refueling. At re- 
duced speed, it will be able to circle 
the globe, at the latitude of New 
York. 


"In its front part there is a hang- 


ar which will accommodate 
from 


four to seven airplanes, which can 
take off or land on the ship at will, 
and all of its 'works' are inside it 


Compare a ship of this size, cost- 


ing five and a half million dollars, 
with a "surface airplane carrier that 
costs from fifty to eighty millions. 
The airship alone, or with its air- 
planes, can destroy a whole fleet of 
sea v essels, and a group of them, can 
defend themselves very well against 
air attack, with the assistance 
of 


their own airplanes, their power of 
concealment and their maneuver- 
ability." 


The dirigible described by General 


Mitchell, more than twice as big as 
the Graf Zeppelin, one-third again 
as large as the biggest British dir- 
igible, is 785 feet long, .with a gas 
capacity of 6,500.000 cubic feet and 
a diameter of 133 feet. 
General 


Mitchell adds- 
"An airship service around 
the 


world is now practicable. Passengers 
and freight can be delivered to the 
ship and discharged by airplane, 
making it unnecessary for the ship 
to land, except for repairs."

Realtors' Bill Strikes Snaf. 


Opponents of the realtors' licens- 


ing bill, H. B. 124, who failed 
to 


prevent its passage by the house 
and the senate, executed a parlia- 
mentary maneuver Friday morning 
which was intended to kill it and 
probably will have that result. 


Having first gone through 
the 
house by a small majority, the bill 
was later amended in the senate by 
cutting out a clause that would have 
required real estate brokers 
and 
agents to give bond for $2,000 each 
So protect their customers from 
fraud and misrepresentation. 


When the bill went back to the 


house it refused to accept 
this 


change, and conference committees 
were appointed. Meanwhile house 
opponents of the bill, claiming that 
an agreement made by its friends 
had been violated in the senate, be- 
gan organizing their forces to pre- 
vent any further favorable 
action 


upon the bill, thus allowing it to 
die because of the disagreement be- 
tween the two branches. 


Representative Bishop, its intro- 


ducer, procured a report from the 
conferees recommending that the 
house return the bill to the senate 
to have the $2,000 bond provision 
put back on. 


"Here's our chance to kill this 
bill," 
declared 
R e p r esentative 


Neurnberger, an active opponent. 
"If we let- it -go back, the senate will 
pass it in just the same form the 
house did, and we won't get 
an- 


other -whack at it. So let's vote 
down this report and keep the bill 
right where it is." 
* 


With great gusto, the house voted 
just that way, refusing by 20 to 63 
fo return the bill to the senate. As 
long as the house persists in this 
attitude, the bill cannot be made 
over and has no chance of becoming 
a law. 


Near Beer Bill Stays Dead. 


Another futile effort to exhume 
the remains of the near beer bill, 
S. F. 24S, -and bring them back to 
life was /the closing event on the 
forenoon house program. Mr. Forell 
moved, to reconsider the former ac- 
tion in failing to pass the bill on 
third reading. 


The motion drew a barrage of 
criticism from critics of the bill, 
who renewed their charges that its 
intent and purpose was to let down 
the bars for manufacture and boot- 
legging of alcoholic liquor in Ne- 
braska. Miss Owens asserted that 
a fund of $25.000 had been sent to 
Lincoln to get it passed. Friends of 
the bill indignantly 
denied "that 


money had been used in its behalf. 
Its only object, they insisted, was 
to enable the near beer industry in 
this state to compete wtih beverage 
manufacturers elsewhere. 


Sixty votes were needed to revive 
the bill under suspension 
of the 
rules. The roll call showed 41 for 
the motion and 41 against. After a 
call of the house the bill's support- 
ers gave up the fight." With several 
changes made at the last minute, 
the clerk's tally sheet recorded 39 
members voting for the resurrection 
of S- F. 249 ?nd 44 aganist. 


New Conference Committee. 


After the house had failed to 


ratify the conference report on the 
claims and deficiencies bill. H. R. 
496, Speaker Kier named a new con- 
ference 
committee 
comp rising 
Messrs. Comstock. Peck, and Meyers. 
The sticking point was allowance of 
a, tax refund claim of $137 to a na- 
tional bank at Alliance. 
By submitting a minority report 


on S. F. 306. the gas pipe line bill. 
Representative Wells won a victory 
over the five other conferees who 
recommended giving such corpora- 
tions the right 
of 
eminent do- 


main. Wells demanded that the 
companies be put 
under stricl 


regulation and control of the state 
railway commission, and that they 
be not permitted to lay their lines 
without notice and a public hear- 
ing before that body, which would 
decide their applications. The ma- 
jority report was turned down de- 
cisively. 
Speaker 
Kier 
named 


Messrs. Backendorf. Randall, and 
O'Gara as the new committee to 
dicker further with senate spokes- 
men. 


A new committee consisting of 
Messrs. Emerson and

and Mrs. Gillespie was also ap- 
pointed to negotiate on the real- 
tors' bill.

tenance of all the state institutions that 
had been provided for this biennium. 


Official Budget As Bails. 


"Owing to the fact that the legislature 


has failed to pass legislation recommended 
by the chief executive which would have 
cut out many duplications of governmental 
r.cthitics and greatly reduced 
expenses, 


and owing to new legislation that requires 
appropriations, I suggest herein, using the 
otlicial budget bills as a basis additions 
and changes that I recommend at this 
time in the hopes that it \ull enable your 
honorable boos to harmonize your differ- 
ences and agree upon this budget which, 
in my judgment, amply provides for all 
the states go\crnmental units and spend- 
ing agencies. 


As tho statute presiding for the test- 


ing for bovine tuberculosis was not re- 
pealed, it becomes necessary to provide 
funds to continue the testing in counties 
where iegaty petitions provide for it. I rec- 
ommend tr/e sum of $100,000 plus the re- 
imbursements from the counties which 
amount in rny Judgment -«ill be ample for 
the biennium 


I recommend increasing the Item for 
normal school training in high schools 
from $100,000, which 
was 
the 
amount 


recommended by the retiring governor and 
also in ray budget, to $175,000 to meet 
conditions caused by the financial, depres- 
sion that is depriving the young men and 
women of the 
opportunity to' secure 


normal training at great distances from 
home. 


I recommend that $15,000 be provided 


for child welfare to be administered by 
the superintendent of public instruction 
as provi/sd for by statute. In view of 
the school organization of the superin- 
tendent of public instruction, this will ac- 
complish more beneficial results., than 
could be done with a larger appropriation 
under a duplicated staff with salaries, etc 
I recommend that the sum of $8,000 be 


provided for the maintenance of the legis- 
lative reference bureau to be administered 
under the unhersity library management; 
that $12,000 be appropriated for a circu- 
lating library to be spent under the di- 
rection of the University library manage- 
ment. By cutting out the duplication of 
salaries of these two activities and plac- 
ing them under the supervision of the 
university library authorities more funds 
are available for the actual purchase of 
books and records and better service to 
be given the public than is now being 
given by double the amount on account of 
the greater part being used for unneces- 
sary salaries and expenses. 
I recommend for the school for the deaf 
and dumb at Omaha in addition to my 
budget provisions, the following: Laundry 
building and equipment, $15,000; boilers 
and boiler room equipment. $35,000. 


I recommend for the College of Medi- 
cine at Omaha in,addition to my budget 
provision: Construction o' nurses' home 
and enlarging of heating pant, $85,000. 


I recommend that $11,000 be appropri- 
ated for additional surety bond to protect 
the securities in the hands of the state 
auditor and that $10,000 be appropriated 
for surety bonds to further protect the 
large amount of securities jn the hands 
of the department of trade and commerce. 
An appropriation of $15,000 to $20,000 
should be made to provide for Nebraska's 
exhibit at the World's fair to be held in 
Chicago in 1S33.

I feel it my duty to again urge upon

New 
building programs cannot be

during a time when the number of stu- 
dents m the university and colleges is 
being constantly reduced as 
compared 
with former years. 
Activities that are 
not supervised by the state governmetn 
or projected through the check and bal- 
ance system of the state auditor and state 
treasurer cannot properly demand approp- 
riations from the state during times of 
depression. 
Farming in this state is the basic in- 
dustry and it must be. given every possible 
consideration at this time to preserve it 
The prices for the products from our 
farms are below the cost of production 
and are continuing to decline. As prices 
for our products decline it affects the tax- 
payers the same as if the taxes and 
mortgages were being increased, -when 
stated in dollars. Reports from all parts 
of the state clearly show that the tax- 
payers are protesting against any increase 
in appropriations above the recommenda- 
tions made in the governor's budget.

Praising Nebraska for not asking 


federal aid following last summer's 
drouth, Charles W. Warburton, of 
the^ extension division of the United 
States department of agriculture 
and director of agricultural relief 
work in the drouth areas, spoke be- 
fore the Kiwanis club at the cham- 
ber of commerce Friday noon. "Ne- 
braska was certainly in the minor- 
ity in this respect, for most states 
which felt they had suffered from 
the drouth were quick to insist 
upon federal aid," he said. 


Mr. Warburton declared that the 
department of agriculture, in mak- 
ing- the loans believed that the 
American farmer was inherently 
honest and would pay what he 
could when possible. "In two months 
time we made 300,000 loans in 1,500 
counties in thirty states, trying in 
every possible way to eliminate the 
element of politics whicfl seemed 
bound to slip in," he said. "We be- 
lieve that from 75 to 80 per cent 
of the loans will be repaid." 
Mr. Warburton's talk was on the 


subject, "Some Things the United 
States Department of Agriculture 
Is Doing." He outlined briefly the 
development of the 
department 


from its birth as a small bureau 
under the patent office to the pres- 
ent day. He described briefly the 
men who had filled the cabinet 
post of secretary of agriculture, and 
declared that it was generally rec- 
ognized that the best manner in 
which to fill the position was with 
someone from the corn belt.

passed by congress "over the oppo- 
stion of the executive," Wood asse'rt-

. he will find that congress 


has an infinitely larger responsi- 
bility for increased expenditures 
than he now believes." 


"After the bills are passed author- 


izing government expenditure," the 
Indian representative added, "the 
executive can do nothing but esti- 
mate the additional expenditures in- 
volved and budget the expenditures 
called for by authorization bills.
